Maj. Gen. Keller Emriek Rockey, 
a summa cum laude -graduate of 
Hie hard schools of Be Beau Wood 
anti IWO Jima, has had more active 
than dull duty in his 43 years with 
t he Marines on three continent - 
and on more islands than he can 
readily recall, He is a graduate of 
Gettysburg college, class of 1900. 
’My biggest worry has been the 
fear of getting involved in China's 
fratricidal strife,” Rockey confessed 
frankly during a recent plane flight 
her® from Shanghai. 
“Rock of two .lima” 
Bluff, forthright and yet diplo­ 
matic in approach, the ’ Rock of 
Iwo Jima" is a large, strong-built 
man who has iron-gray hair, a

face and deep,

Dachau. Germany, Dee. 12 (.5*)—Ail 
40 defendants in the Dachau atro­ 
city trial were convicted by a U S. 
military government court today of 
participation in the cruelties which 
made this one of the Nazis' most 
notorious concentration camps. 
The eight-officer court, headed by 
Brig. Gen, John M. Lentz, announc­ 
ed that sentences would Im* passed 
tomorrow morning. The court delib­ 
erated for 90 minutes after the 24 
day trial. 
Tile camp 
commander, 
Martin 
Weiss, five camp doctors and three 
prisoners who became functionaries 
under the S. S, were among the 
men convicted 
It has been 
estimated 
that 
at 
least 5,000 Jews were killed in the 
La lids berg section of the Dachau 
camp. in which there were 32,000 


tortured, emaciated men and 350 
women when U. S. troops of the 
42nd 
and 45th Divisions overran 
the place April 30. 
The defendants, who 
face the 
maximum penalty of death, rook the 
verdict stoically. There was no vis­ 
ible reaction from the audience of 
more than 300, most of whom were 
German civilians. 
lf the sentence is death, those 
convicted would be hanged Instead 
of beheaded, according 
to
